B’liee peace *aa restored between 
jibe Hi* lee. Huniemtll* recuperat¬ 
ed rapidly. Flourishing etnrea 
were carried on by Anna Harlow 
anti J U. Lonry A Hun, the farms 
rein*listed, improved nietlinda of 
agriculture adopted, and at thin 
time presents a more attractive 
appearance than at any time in all 
itB previous history 

The more notable days in the 
history uf HuntoravillP and of the 
county i-iliaonehip were the train- 
cure and the general muster that 
would follow For several years 
after the organisation of tbs 127th 
ItPuimeni the Brigade Inspector 
was Major John Alexander of Lex- 
mgtnn. He wonld bring his drum- 
mer and fifvr with him, two likely 
colored men uniformed in scarlet, 
like British soldiers, and were the 
admiration and envy of all the col- 
ored people. Home uf the colored 
boys would say that they could de* 
sire ov> better heaven than be mu 
siciane and wear inch red clothe* 

Whan the militia regulations 
were modified the Colonel of the 
Regiment would train the officers 
for about three consecutive days 
before the Regimental Muster 
These were usually season* of 
much social hilarity, and the 
loom reaped lucrative returns. The 
' Musters came off in May. just aft 
er corn planting. More animated 
scenes were never witnessed in our 
coonty aa the throngs paaaed into 
Huntersville from all ssotiona. Tbe 
song, the laugh, tbe jeat enlivened 
the hotels. Tbs street was throng¬ 
ed with crowds, passing aod repea¬ 
ling 

About 11 o'clock tbe long roll of 
tbe drom was beard, the Colonel 
and hi* staff appeared at tbe head 
of the street, and paraded the street 
preceded by drum and fife On 
their retnru, the Colonel instruct 
ed the Adjutant to bare the Regi 
merit formed. The Colonel and 
staff wonld then disappear, and re- 
tire to headquarters In tbe mean¬ 
time tbe load orders of the Cap¬ 
tains were beard, for tbelr men to 
j fall into ranks, and, when formed, 
tbe Adjutant planed them in posi¬ 
tion, and then reported to the Col¬ 
onel that all was in readiueas. Tbe 
Culouel and staff reappeared at lbs 
baad of the Regiment Three 
beautiful silken flags were put iu 
charge of tbe color guard The 
rear rank of the Regiment fell lack 
a few paces in open order.
